Focusing on The Cleveland Museum of Art’s rich and varied permanent collection, these Saturday 
classes offer young people the opportunity to develop an understanding of art through seeing and 
doing. Courses based on gallery visits and informal studio sessions are designed for students ages 
three to seventeen. For adults, a series of free gallery lectures is scheduled during each morning ses- 
sion and an informal drawing class is offered during the afternoon, to offer parents the opportunity to 
leam more about the Museum while their children are in classes. 

Spring Young People’s Classes begin Feb 27 and end Apr 24 (no classes Apr 10). Each class is 
offered from 10 to 1 1 :30 am and repeated from 1:30 to 3 pm. 

•Class size is limited and enrollment is on a first come, first served basis. Note: classes with low en- 
rollment will be either combined or cancelled. 

•Museum family memberships are available at registration. Each student must be registered by an 
adult, in person, at the Museum; children need not be present. 

Class fee: $25 for family members; $35 for nonmembers. Fee must be paid at registration. Classes in- 
volving children and parents are $40 for members, $50 for nonmembers. For further information call

Art for Parent & Child (age 3) Creating together in the studio and galleries, parents and children experi- 
ment with materials. 

Mini-Masters I (ages 3-4) Studio projects introduce young children to the Museum collection. 
Mini-Masters II (ages 4-5) Teachers and children explore the Museum, then create their own master- 
pieces. 

Art Stories (ages 5-6) Young artists create paintings and paper sculpture to tell animal myths and fables. 
Top Hat (ages 6 & 7) Children make helmets, crowns, and hats of various shapes to transform them- 
selves into walking wearable art. 

Kaleidoscope (ages 7-8) The Museum’s favorite galleries provide a wide range of subjects for paintings 
and construction. 

Gods and Heroes (ages 8-9) Myths of gods and supernatural beings from many cultures supply sources 
for students’ art projects. 

Think Small (ages 9-10) After discovering tiny decorative art objects, students create miniature master- 
pieces. 

People, Places & Things (ages 10-12) Students study examples of how artists look at themselves and the 
world around them. 

The Grand Tour (ages 11-13) The exhibition, The Lure of Italy, and landscapes in the Museum collec- 
tion inspire sketches and paintings to fill a travel journal. 

Sensational (ages 14-17) Texture and pattern in paintings, sculpture, and textiles provide ideas for 
designs and experiments on paper.
